With  vivid  images  of  the  Washington-New  York  trip,  these 
Ihifty-three  versatile  sen-iors  conducted  a  magazine  drive 
and  sponsored  a  fish  fry  to  raise  money. 

The  graducrt'ion  exercises  climaxed  four  years  of  wo-rk 
and  fun  at  Chester  High  School.
